Tho southwestern portion of the 
United States is for various rea­ 
sons becoming a center of culture 
and economic activity. T his section, 
comparatively so young in the na­ 
tion’s history, lins 
made

strides forward. One of the great­ 
est.

growth is that of an adequate water 
supply for this 
sem i-arid 
region. 
The future development of the dis­ 
trict Is dependent upon an Increase 
in water supply, which can be met 
only from an outside source. Prac­ 
tically all of the many proposals 
which have been advanced for aug­ 
menting the supply agree that the 
Colorado River is the. only practi­ 
cal source for such an addition. 
The Metropolitan W ater District 
of Southern California w as formed 
in 1928 to meet the need for co­ 
operative development of available 
water supplies by com m unities 
of 
Southern California. Eleven cities 
—Los Angeles, Pasadena, Glendale, 
Burbank, Beverly Hills, Santa Mon­ 
ica. San Marino, San 
Bernardino, 
Colton, Anaheim and Santa Ana— 
voted to Join the district. 
The Engineering Board 
of 
R e­ 
view on the Colorado River Aque­ 
duct has made a thorough study of 
the various proposed 
locations 
to 
bring water from the Colorado river 
to Southern California. Field engi­ 
neers and trained geologists 
have 
made detailed studies of the regions 
occupied by the various routes, as 
well as studies of 
proper 
grades, 
slopes, pump lifts, and return pow­ 
er drops, and probable cost units. 
The results of all work done have 
been compiled in the form of reports 
and drawings and placed in the files 
of the office of the Chief Engineer. 
These detailed reports 
have 
been 
condensed and summarized into one 
report in four volumes. These four 
volumes, "Summary of Preliminary 
Designs, Estimates, and Hurveys for 
the Metropolitan 
W ater 
District 
Aqueduct 
and 
Terminal 
Storage 
Products” have been added to the 
reference department of the library, 
where they will be 
accessible 
to 
anyone wishing to make a study of 
this important question. T his 
re­ 
port contains separate chapters on 
w ater supply, geology, unit costs, 
aqueduct 
locations, 
power 
and 
pum ping plants, and term inal stor­ 
age. The 
volumes 
contain 
maps 
which illustrate 
very 
thoroughly 
geological and constructional feat­ 
ures of th© proposed routes. 
The library also has one volume 
T h e Final Report of the Engineer­ 
ing Board of Review on the Colo­ 
rado River Aqueduct 
Location 
to 
the Metropolitan W ater D istrict of 
Southern California.” This gives in 
a concise form final decisions of 
the Engineering Board on all 
the 
-studies made of the various 
loca­ 
tions. A careful study of these re­ 
ports will enable us to deal more
